Th* state convention ot raleln growers 


held yesterday in Iroqaols ball was tbe 
moat largely attended of any similar 
meeting ever held here. The speeches 
were brief and to tbe point, and conse- 
quently a good deal of business was 
transacted. 


ChairmanjO. H. Norrii called the con- 


T«ntion to order and announced that tbe 
report ol tha execntlre committee was 
dae. 


Alexander Gordon read the report of 


tbe committee, which was us follows: 


"Beport of the executive committee to 


adjourned meeting of raisin growers' 
convention held July 2, 1892: 


"We,year committee, report as fol- 


lows ; That iu accordance with instruc- 
tions given at the late meeting of your 
body we have canned an invitation to be 
eent to every raisin grower in Fresno 
county, together with a copy of the 
petition, and-also to every raisin grower 
in the elate whose acreage exceeds fifty 
icrea. 


"In all we have sent ont 1750 circulars 


and petitions, and up to 9 o'clock 
this morning we have received replies 
and assents to the petition from 720 
raisin growers, representing 16,2QO}j> 
acres. 
"lu order to further tbe interests of the 


raisin growers throughout the state, 
with a view to establishing prices in tha 
sweat box, we recommend that this 
meeting be adjourned until July 14, 
1802, for the purpose of obtaining tbe 
assent of those not already obtained; 
and we further recommend that the 
order of business of this meeting be as 
follows: 


'.First—Receiving, communications. 
'Second—That all speeches be limited 


to five minutes. 


"Third—Tbat the reports from each 


member of the canvassing committee be 
received in tbe order of their appoint- 
ment. 


"Fourth—That the secretary take tho 


names of all the raisin growers who 
lave refused to sign tho petition, and 
Lhnir reasons for so refusing. 


".Fifth—Thai a recess be taken until 


signatures tu tbe petition be counted, in 
order that tbe convention may kcow tbe 
Correct number of raisin growers who 
aave signed and tbe number of acres 
they represent, and also to ascertain as 
near RS possible bow many ha/e not 
signed and tbe acreage they represent. 


"Sixth—That reporta be Invited and 


received from otber portions of the1 
state. 


Seventh—That farther arrangements 


be made to secure the signature! of 
raisin growers not yet received. 


"Eighth—Tbat when the convention 


adjournti, it adjourns to meet July 1-lth, 
o receive tho final report and slgna- 


"Ninth—At the adjonrned meeting on 


Culy 14th, a committee of raisin growers 
je appointed to present their petition to 
tho packers and sellers of our vineyard 
iroducts, and to confer with thorn, with 
\ view o( eflta1 liehing minimum selling 
jrlcea as indicated by petition. 


"Tenth—We recommend that at this 


ireHDUt meeting a resolution bo pasRud 
nviting all packers and sellers of raisins 
to meet a committee of growers in tbe 
city of Fresno on Saturday July 10th, at 
.0 a.m., for tho purpose of conference, 
with a view of establishing a minimum 
price for each) grade of raisins for the 
iraeentseaeon. 


"Eleventh—That the prices of raisins 


10 discupeed bnt no definite action taken 
until tbe next mooting, July 14tb.

Alexander Gordon offered the follow- 


ing resolution: 


Resolved, That this convention of 


raisin, growers, representing 840 persons 
who own 19.803K acres of raisin grape 
vines, are satisfied that the only way to 
increase the present low and ruinous 
prices of raisins is 


First, to stop the senseless competition 


which now exists between the growers 
;hemeetvea and between the packers and 
ihe growers, both in California and in 
ihe eastern markets. 


Second, that all producers and packers 
honld agree upon a minimum price for 
each grade of raisins for the present sea- 
son, therefore be it 


Besolved, That this convention invite 


the packers and selleraof raisins to meet 
the committee of raisin growers ap- 
pointed by this convention on July 15th 
'or the purpose of fixing the minimum 
price. 


The resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Gordon said that tho Idea had 


been all along that this convention 
should diecu=s the price of raisins very 
'boroughly and that the minimum price 
or No. 1 layers should be 5 cents in the 
sweat bojr. He asked what tho growers 
would do if the packers refused to pay 
hnt price. 


HE BOLn'riQ FEED. 


Mr. Applegarth said that Griffin 
&. 


Skelly had paid him two years ago 5 
cents a pound in the sweat box for his 
raisins all round. 8ome of them were 
not fit for pig feed. The price by retail 
n the eastern markets was as large to* 
day as it wai then and there was no 
reason why the prica in the sweat box 
should not be ao high as it was then. 


Mr. Gordon replied that for seventeen 


long years 1m was in the wool business, 
jut be never in all that time heard of 
,be wool nrowers having attempted to 
ix a price on wool. He had never heard 
of wheat growers trying to fix the price 
of wheat in the markets of tho United 
States or of the world. The whole mat- 
,or was regulated by the inexorable nat- 
ural law cf supply and demand. 


Some wealtb]r gentlemen in San Fran- 


cisco several years ago attempted to fix 
the minimum price on wheat, and the 
result was that they lost millions of 
dollars in tho attempt tu overcome tho 
natural law and tho commercial law of 
supply and demand. 


Mr. Applegarth said that when the 


com mil tea went before the packers to fix 
t minimum price the packets would ank 
aow much tho growers wanted. The 
growers would scratch their heads and 
lay that the convention had not fixed 
ho price. Ho therefore moved that it 
K declared the sense of the meeting that 
raluins be worth & cents per pound in the 
iweat-box. 


Mr. Fowler BUBjgeate<l that the commit- 


tee were appointed to confer with the 
mokere and not to fix a price. The con- 
rention could determine upon that mat- 
«r when the convention met on the 10th 
of July. 


Mr. MotheraU said that the motion 


was premature. The time would be when 
ho committee had conferred with the 
>ackors. He did not know whether he 
vould be wHlinK to accept G cents or 5j-j>. 
iie might be able to get 0 or OM cents, 
and if things wont on as they had been 
;o!og, he did not think that they would 
lave any first crop layer raisins to Bell. 
He moved to Uy the matter on the table 
•nd his motion was carried. 


Chairman Norria said that he had let- 


tors offering to supply Japanese laborers 
at $1.15 per day. 


Mr. Powers moved to defer the discus- 


sion of the labor question until the next 
meeting, and the motion prevailed. 


Mr. Gordon moved that a vote of 


thanks be extended to thelroqaois club 
for their donation of the free use of the 
hall. Carried unanimously. 


Secretary Harvey waa authorized to 


employ a clerk to assist him in replying 
to several hundred letters whioh he had 
received. 


Mr. MotheraU warned the growers 


against the spirit of provincialism. There 
were many dietiicls outside of Fnsno 
that could produce as 
many rai- 


sins to the acre and raisins of as 
equally good quality. They should all 
be invited to take part In the movement. 
He bad bought raisins in 8an Francisco 
by retail at 25 cents per.pcnnd that were 
grown in Lucerne valley, and for which 
the grower had received less than 4 cents 
per pound. There was something wrong 
about that condition of things, and it 
was the duty of the convention to pro- 
vide the remedy. 


The convention passed a vote- of thanks 


to G. M. Pyke, manager of the Barton 
opera house, for his tender of the free 
use of Armory hall for the next meeting 
of the convention.

The strike of the trainmen on this di- 


VUicm of the Southern Ptclfio railroad 
company i§ ctill on and of the two 
freight trains that (should have It ft thli 
city yeeterday only one was sent oat. 


Thto one wai No. 28. 
No. 28 ••hould 


have left thin city at 8.15 a.m., accordiog 
to (he time card, bat did not get away 
until 2.30 o'clock. 
Superintendent 


Whited and a number of policemen and 
deputies sheriffs followed the train to a 
point beyond the owitch and no one at- 
tempted to interfere with it. ' 


The striken acknowledge that it IR not 


an order strike, bat made independently 
of any order.' They assert that they are 
in the right and intend to hold oat until 
they receive word from the committee at 
BakereQeld to go to work again. They 
think they have the beat of it BO far and 
say they are aattefied with the outlook, 


"The reason"we struck,"said one of 


the men, "is because we don't want to 
be starved or worked to death. To make 
oar sal&riei under the increased mileage 
we have to work much harder than be- 
fore, which io plain when I tell you that 
400 miles bore a month have to be trav- 
eled than wae formerly the case. 


"Will we let any trains go oat? Well, 


we won't if we can help it, but if they 
can get two policemen to everyone of our 
men what can we do? As for the order 
of Grand Chief Wilkeneon, we nave 
nothing to do with that. This is not an 
order to strike and so long as the com- 
mittee at Bakerafield wants us to bold 
out we will do BO. As for Prince, oE the 
grievance committee at Tocson, he hao 
nothing to say in the matter. He did 
not telegraph that he would send ten 
men to take the place of the strikers; 
that|wH a mistake." 


The strikers allege that the railroad 


company has not Bent union men out on 
the trains, but that the throe that had 
rone out so far were manned by scabs. 
They are particularly bitter against Fetor 
Daka and Judge Alley, who took out 
;rain 25yesterday afternoon, and when 
they name them ecabs they say it with 
an emphasis that is not to be misunder- 
stood. 


All was quiet in the yarda yesterday, 


attempt hip been made to injure the 


company's property. The strikers satis- 
led tbemuelveB with jeering when train 
18 pulled oat yesterday afternoon and 
mrllng the ueual- epithet scab at the 
!rew. There seemed to bo an impression 
,n one or two quarters that the strike 
would be of short duration and that the 
company would have everything Iu 
movement in a day or two. 


J. E. Dimmick and J. Haunt, charged 


vith misdemeanor in taking out the coup- 
ing pins from freight train 25 yesterday, 
were rearreatod this morning and put 
under $100 bonds each, which they fur- 
nished. 


Superintendent Whited was Been yes* 


,erday afternoon, and expressed himself 
well satisfied with the prospects for a 
spoody ending of the strike. He staled 
that tlm strikers interfered with the 
United States mails iu preventing trains 
!3 and 24, which carry the mails, from 
envlng Bakeraftold and Mendota yester- 
day. 


'Two trains wont out of Moudoia this 


morning, however," 
continued Mr. 


Whited, "and two more wilt get away 
this evening. They have not been in- 
terfered with. Twelve union men came 
down from Oakland last evening, and 
everything will soon be in good order. 


"The sheriff of Kern county Is absent 


rom Bakerafield, and his deputy seems 
not to bo quite aware of -his rights under 
the law, and that is the reason, the com- 
pany has not been better supported 
ihero and our men protected. The au- 
thorities have djus all in their power to 
assist us. 


"We only sent out No. 28 today, thnre 


not being enough cars to moke up No.
